Kenya's Justice and Constitutional Affairs Minister Mutula Kilonzo has vowed to revive 
his quest for a local tribunal for the suspects of the post-election violence as soon as the 
new Constitution is passed.

Minister Kilonzo castigated the ICC for the leisurely pace of its investigation. He " 
promised to return to Parliament and demand support for his endeavor as soon as fj 
Kenya turns the page and enacts the new Constitution. Kilonzo originally pushed for 
special tribunals in December but was rebuffed by members of the legislature. 

The Justice Minister's pledge comes in response to human rights groups citing recent 
threats to witnesses of the post-election violence. He asserted that supporting these is 
equally important as punishing the offenders, noting that "the next agenda will be the 
Witness Protection Act." 

The first Witness Protection Act was passed in 2006 and is now being updated by 
Minster Kilonzo. The bill will lead to the formation of an independent witness protection 
agency.
